WASHINGTON 
(AP) — In- 
creases in the personal income 
tax are the most suitable levies 
for cooling an overheated econ­ 
omy, 
the Treasury Depart­ 
ment's top tax expert told Con­ 
gress today. 
But Stanley S. Surrey, an as­ 
sistant secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, said it should be coupled 
with a corresponding increase 
in the corporation tax. 
Simplicity, speed, certainty 
and acceptability are key cri­ 
teria for a tax program designed 
to dampen inflationary trends^ 
Surry told a Senate-House Eco­ 
nomic subcommittee. 
Surrey suggested no firm for­ 
mula but a 5 per cent boost in 
personal income taxes, coupled 
with a corporate tax increase, Is 
one possible package the ad­ 
ministration could propose if it 
felt a tax boost were needed. 
President Johnson indicated 
Tuesday that he might seek a 
tax boost as early as next month 
if prices continue to rise. 
A 5 per cent increase in in­ 
dividual taxes would remove 
about $2.5 billion from the econ­ 
omy. 
Coupling this with a two.point 
increase in corporation taxes— 
from 48 to 50 per cent—would 
raise about $4 billion in revenue 
each year. A one-point boost in 
corporate taxes increases reve­ 
nues by about $700 million. 
These percentages could be 
varied up and down depending 
on how much money the admin­ 
istration decided it wanted to 
remove from the economy — if 
it made that decision at all.

In Charleston the vote was 
1,091 to 167. 
Of the votes cast, 82 per cent 
were In favor of the bonds for 
the R-l school district building. 
In last year’s election, 79 
per 
cent 
of the 
votes cast 
favored the bonds. 
W. R. Pierce, supt, of schools, 
said that he thought this lighter 
vote was because It was an 
Issue being rehashed. 
“ However, it is indicative that 
the people of this district want 
the best 
possible schooling 
for 
their 
children,” Pierce 
said. 
He thinks the new bonds will 
be sold within three weeks. 


Two of the polling places failed 
to carry the required two-thirds 
m ajority, 
Anniston and B er­ 
trand 
In Anniston the vote was 26 
for and 44 opposed. 
At Bertrand, the vote was 51 
to 37. 
At Wyatt, there were 177 votes 
for and 77 opposed. 
The reason for the second bond 
election was that the bonds 
were ruled Invalid by bond at­ 
torneys March 2 due to reorgan­ 
ization that took place after 
the 1965 bond election and be­ 
fore the bonds could be sold. 
This Is the first time that 
voters from the Texas Bend, 
Thompson Bend and Bertrand 
school districts voted on the 
issue. 
They were included due to 
reorganization last year Into 
the Charleston R-l school dis­ 
trict. 
Construction of the new high 
school began earlier this month 
and it Is expected that it will 
be completed during the early 
part of 1967.

His offer came as Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, prime minister of In­ 
dia, took off for New York end­ 
ing two days of talks with the 
President and other top U.S.of­ 
ficials. 
In those talks, Johnson had 
given her strong assurances of 
U.S. help in meeting India's 
food emergency and long-range 
needs for economic develop­ 
ment. 
In addition to the grain, the 
President also proposed allot­ 
ting 150 mUlion pounds of vege­ 
table oUs, up to 125 mUlion 
pounds of milk powder, 325,000 
to 700,000 bales of cotton, and 
2 mUlion to 4 million pounds of 
tobacco. 
In a special message to Con­ 
gress, Johnson asked for en­ 
dorsement of this action and 
"the strong and warmhearted 
and generous support of this 
program by the American peo­ 
ple." 
"India is a good and deserv­ 
ing friend,” he said. 
The extra 3.5 mUlion tons of 
grain he offered India would be 
bread grains, mainly wheat. He 
invited other nations to match 
that amount and voiced delight 
that Canada was prepared to 
provide a mUlion tons of wheat 
and flour. 
India, the President said, esti­ 
mates 6 to 7 mUlion tons of food 
grain wUl be necessary through 
next December beyond amounts 
already committed or expected. 
Mrs. Gandhi, before leaving 
for New York and Home, said 
the talks with Johnson brought 
closer understanding and re­ 
newed friendship.

The pair, he said, had netted 
up to $80,000 since 1963.

creases in the personal income 
tax are the most suitable levies

But Stanley S. Surrey, an as­ 
sistant secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, said it should be coupled 
with a corresponding increase 
in the corporation tax. 
Simplicity, speed, certainty 
and acceptability are key cri­ 
teria for a tax program designed 
to dampen inflationary trends, 
Surr\ told a Senate-House Eco­ 
nomic subcommittee. 
Surrey suggested no firm for­ 
mula but a 5 per cent boost in 
personal income taxes, coupled 
with a corporate tax increase, is 
one possible package the ad­ 
ministration could propose if it 
felt a tax boost were needed. 
President Johnson indicated 
Tuesday that he might seek a 
tax boost as early as next month 
if prices continue to rise. 
A 5 per cent increase in in­ 
dividual taxes would remove 
about $2.5 billion from the econ­ 
omy. 
Coupling this with a two-point 
increase in corporation taxes— 
from 48 to 50 per cent-would 
raise about $4 billion in revenue 
each year. A one-point boost in 
corporate taxes Increases reve­ 
nues by about $700 million.

Few people in conversation put all the words 
in. One or more of the words of the title usually 
are omitted.

SUCH LOGIC! 
No gain ever comes without some loss. If some­ 
one were to discover a cure for cancer, heart 
trouble or any other of the dread ailments that 
afflict mankind, certain individuals would be 
hurt. Think of the millions of dollars lost to 
drug houses that manufacture the drugs used for 
treatment, the sales lost to pharmacists, the 
business lost to doctors. 
Did you ever hear a single voice of protest at 
the never-ending quest for cures for such dis­ 
eases? And who would heed, regardless of 
protest? 
Yet today we have a cure for the cancer that 
destroys beauty along M issouri’s highways— 
beauty that attracts how? ijpany tourists travel­ 
ing how many millions of miles spending how 
many millions of dollars a y ear?--and the very 
mention of treatment wrings bitter cries of agony 
from a relatively few persons who might lose 
some business as a result. 
The billboard industry put its case before Mis­ 
souri’s lawmakers, Monday—and a tragic, sorry 
case they made it out to be. 
One Eldon restaurateur told the hearing that 
removal of billboards would cost Missouri 
$90,000 annually in sales tax from his busi­ 
ness alone. Try a little salt—quite a little— 
before swallowing that. Or try these facts for 
seasoning: A $90,000 sales tax loss at 3 per­ 
cent would represent a $3 million gross in lost 
business each year for this one man’s chain of 
restaurants! That’s nearly $10,000 daily--and 
not the entire business, just business he would 
lose, (he says!) 
Gulped that down? Well, gulp down the other 
claims with the same salt of reasoning. 
Those tourists coming to Missouri must be 
fed, housed and amused—the same amount of 
food, housing and amusement either way— 
whether we have billboards to irritate them or 
beautiful scenery to entice and enchant them. 
If billboard advertising is denied to one busi­ 
ness, just as surely will it be denied to all 
that businessman’s competitors, putting them all 
on equal footing with no lessened demand. 
There is nothing in the law that says the state 
cannot have information centers, rest areas, 
where information regarding food, lodging and 
amusement and sightseeing can be modestly 
placed for the visitors* information. Since the 
tourist must eat and sleep, and since recreation 
is his primary aim, it stands to reason he 
will seek such information about the places he 
Intends to visit as well as stops along the way. 
Of course there will be some businesses hurt. 
There were businesses hurt when the automobile 
displaced the horse and buggy, when radio and 
television moved into the American scene. That’s 
regrettable, but it’s also unavoidable. 
Other states have cleared up their billboard 
mess, still others will in order to win the fed­ 
eral premiums it will bring. 
Missouri is building for a tourist future—sees 
a potentially vast expansion in what is already a 
much bigger business than the billboard busi­ 
ness. We don’t want to lose any of that busi­ 
ness, and we don’t want to cripple its growth. 
That doesn’t leave the billboard interests a 
dollar sign to stand on in their purported logic. 
More than that, they don’t have a moral leg 
for support either—not in the face of more and 
more research and trials to prove that bill­ 
boards actually cost human lives on the high­ 
ways. 
Then, of course, while it may be oldfashioned, 
we still have a profound belief in the rights of 
the people, and given a vote, Missourians would 
have banished billboards long ago.

“ They get dirty and rub off on my clothes.” 
“ They’re tricky to unfasten.” 
“ They’re restricting.” 
If, like other women, you’ve had these con­ 
cerns about seat belts, you can forget them. 
Good seat belts, properly installed, are easy 
to operate, unnoticeable to wear, and simple 
to take care of. 
“ Properly installed” means that a seat belt, 
like a dress or suit, needs to be fitted to the 
driver or passenger who will use it most. 
A belt that’s well positioned and adjusted rests 
on the hip bones—not across the abdomen— 
and pulls downward at about a 45-degree angle. 
It fits snugly but not so tightly that it binds 
you or puts permanent creases in yoqr cloth­ 
ing. 
Good belts can be installed at your service 
station or auto-accessory store. Many oil sta­ 
tions will mount seat belts to meet all required 
construction specifications—in minutes. 
Belts should be installed with the buckle sides 
toward the center of the car. The moment you 
get yours is the time to practice exits and 
entrances. Pulling the belt buckle the right 
way to release it will quickly become a reflex 
action. 
The better seat belts have link closures that 
snap shut or release instantly. On the average, 
it takes five seconds at most to fasten or un­ 
fasten this kind of belt. (A driver in and out 
of her car 18 times during the day would 
spend a total of only three minutes manipulat­ 
ing her seat belt.) 
As for the dirt factor—you can clean most 
seat belts as easily as you dust the dashboard. 
They can be detached and machine washed, 
although if s better to launder them right in 
the car, using detergent-water or a good foam 
upholstery cleaner. Lay them out on a clean 
cloth so the wet webbing doesn’t bleed on the 
upholstery or seat covers. Be sure, too, that 
the belts aren’t used again until they’re ab­ 
solutely dry. 
Most women find that seat belts are relaxing 
not restricting. They improve posture, pre­ 
venting slumping and the tiredness that goes 
with it. In the driver’s seat, good posture is 
synonymous with better visibility and better 
control of the wheel and the pedals. 
If ever you’ve driven so long you feel re ­ 
stricted—an arm gets numb or a foot starts 
tingling—it definitely is time to get out of 
your seat belt—and out of the car. No matter 
. how professional your seat belt is or how well 
it’s mounted, it can keep you safe only when 
1 you take other precautions, too: relaxing your 
muscles and resting your eyes regularly on 
trips, never driving when you’re tired, driving 
defensively (anticipating what other drivers 
and even pedestrians will do), and always 
having your car in top running condition.

Unaudited Despite Heavy Pil­ 
ferage by Black Marketeers 
There 
Washington, D.C.: — Four ace 
longshoremen, who can unsnarl 
and outsnarl anything and any­ 
body when need be, have been 
in Saigon for three months try­ 
ing to unchoke that port of 
entry for soldiers, guns and 
good. 
Now they are looking home­ 
ward. They want out, though 
they pledged themselves to stay 
for at least six months. 
It is not the heat. It’s the 
heat they just could not gen­ 
erate to move the Vietnamese 
portside bureaucracy, to melt 
the glut, to unravel the red 
tape, to wipe out tens of mil­ 
lions of dollars' worth of black 
market pilferage. 
They are saying to their long­ 
shoremen’s union, which dis­ 
patched them there; One does 
not have to be a hawk or a 
dove to loathe vultures. 
Word of their sentiment, and 
reports from National Mari­ 
time Union (NMU) vice presi­ 
dent Mel Barisic that some 40 
per cent of American AID cargo 
is speeding into the Viet Nam 
black market, has angered some 
probe-minded congressmen. 
It should. If the labor leaders' 
estimates are correct — and 
they know a dock problem when 
they smell one from near or 
far -- at least $120 million of 
some $300 million worth of aid 
is being stolen. 
One investigator, whose men 
have interviewed the New York 
longshoremen and maritime un­ 
ion leaders, was aghast over the 
discovery that the General Ac­ 
counting Office (GAO) of our 
government has not had a “ phy­ 
sical presence” in Viet Nam 
in almost three years! 
Yet almost one billion dollars' 
worth of civilian aid has been 
shipped over. 
The congressional probers are 
led by Rep. John Moss, who has 
had long conferences with the 
GAO directors. It is their job 
to make certain that every fed­ 
eral dollar spent gets audited.

SUCH LOGIC! 
No gain ever comes without some loss. If some­ 
one were to discover a cure for cancer, heart 
trouble or any other of the dread ailments that 
afflict mankind, certain individuals would be 
hurt. Think of the millions of dollars lost to 
drug houses that manufacture the drugs used for 
treatment, the sales lost to pharmacists, the 
business lost to doctors. 
Did you ever hear a single voice of protest at 
the never-ending quest for cures for such dis­ 
eases? And who would heed, regardless of 
protest? 
Yet today we have a cure for the cancer that 
destroys beauty along Missouri’s highways— 
beauty that attracts how} ipany tourists travel­ 
ing how many millions of miles spending how 
many millions of dollars a year?—and the very 
mention of treatment wrings bitter cries of agony 
from a relatively few persons who might lose 
some business as a result. 
The billboard industry put its case before Mis­ 
souri’s lawmakers, Monday—and a tragic, sorry 
case they made it out to be. 
One Eldon restaurateur told the hearing that 
removal of billboards would cost Missouri 
$90,000 annually in sales tax from his busi­ 
ness alone. Try a little salt—quite a little— 
before swallowing that. Or try these facts for 
seasoning: A $90,000 sales tax loss at 3 per­ 
cent would represent a $3 million gross in lost 
business each year for this one man's chain of 
restaurants! That’s nearly $10,000 daily—and 
not the entire business, just business he would 
lose. (he says!) 
Gulped that down? Well, gulp down the other 
claims with the same salt of reasoning. 
Those tourists coming to Missouri must be 
fed, housed and amused—the same amount of 
food, housing and amusement either way— 
whether we have billboards to irritate them or 
beautiful scenery to entice and enchant them. 
If billboard advertising is denied to one busi­ 
ness, just as surely will it be denied to all 
that businessman's competitors, putting them all 
on equal footing with no lessened demand. 
There is nothing in the law that says the state 
cannot have information centers, rest areas, 
where information regarding food, lodging and 
amusement and sightseeing can be modestly 
placed for the visitors’ information. Since the 
tourist must eat and sleep, and since recreation 
is his primary aim, it stands to reason he 
will seek such information about the places he 
intends to visit as well as stops along the way. 
Of course there will be some businesses hurt. 
There were businesses hurt when the automobile 
displaced the horse and buggy, when radio and 
television moved into the American scene. That’s 
regrettable, but it's also unavoidable. 
Other states have cleared up their billboard 
mess, still others will in order to win the fed­ 
eral premiums it will bring. 
Missouri is building for a tourist future--sees 
a potentially vast expansion in what is already a 
much bigger business than the billboard busi­ 
ness. We don't want to lose any of that busi­ 
ness, and we don’t want to cripple its growth. 
That doesn’t leave the billboard interests a 
dollar sign to stand on in their purported logic. 
More than that, they don't have a moral leg 
for support either—not in the face of more and 
more research and trials to prove that bill­ 
boards actually cost human lives on the high­ 
ways. 
Then, of course, while it may be oldfashioned, 
we still have a profound belief in the rights of 
the people, and given a vote, Missourians would 
have banished billboards long ago.

SEAT BELTS ARE THE LATEST STYLE— 
FOR SAFETY, SECURITY, DRIVING 
COMFORT 
“They get dirty and rub off on my clothes.” 
“They're tricky to unfasten.” 
“They're restricting.” 
If, like other women, you've had these con­ 
cerns about seat belts, you can forget them. 
Good seat belts, properly installed, are easy 
to operate, unnoticeable to wear, and simple 
to take care of. 
“ Properly installed” means that a seat belt, 
like a dress or suit, needs to be fitted to the 
driver or passenger who will use it most. 
A belt that’s well positioned and adjusted rests 
on the hip bones—not across the abdomen— 
and pulls downward at about a 45-degree angle. 
It fits snugly but not so tightly that it binds 
you or puts permanent creases in yoqr cloth­ 
ing. 
Good belts can be installed at your service 
station or auto-accessory store. Many oil sta­ 
tions will mount seat belts to meet all required 
construction specifications—in minutes. 
Belts should be installed with the buckle sides 
toward the center of the car. The moment you 
get yours is the time to practice exits and 
entrances. Pulling the belt buckle the right 
way to release it will quickly become a reflex 
action. 
The better seat belts have link closures that 
snap shut or release instantly. On the average, 
it takes five seconds at most to fasten or un­ 
fasten this kind of belt. (A driver in and out 
of her car 18 times during the day would 
spend a total of only three minutes manipulat­ 
ing her seat belt.) 
As for the dirt factor—you can clean most 
seat belts as easily as you dust the dashboard. 
They can be detached and machine washed, 
although it's better to launder them right in 
the car, using detergent-water or a good foam 
upholstery cleaner. Lay them out on a clean 
cloth so the wet webbing doesn't bleed on the 
upholstery or seat covers. Be sure, too, that 
the belts aren’t used again until they’re ab­ 
solutely dry. 
Most women find that seat belts are relaxing 
not restricting. They improve posture, pre­ 
venting slumping and the tiredness that goes 
with it. In the driver’s seat, good posture is 
synonymous with better visibility and better 
control of the wheel and the pedals. 
If ever you've driven so long you feel re­ 
stricted—an arm gets numb or a foot starts 
tingling—it definitely is time to get out of 
your seat belt—and out of the car. No matter 
, how professional your seat belt is or how well 
it’s mounted, it can keep you safe only when 
1 you take other precautions, too: relaxing your 
muscles and resting your eyes regularly on 
trips, never driving when you're tired, driving 
defensively (anticipating what other drivers 
and even pedestrians will do), and always 
having your car in top running condition.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP— 
They’ve grounded Capt. Jack 
Spey, and he agrees it was 
high time. 
The big, blond 
pilot from 
Southern Pines, N.C. has flown 
his last C123 mission in Viet 
Nam 
and will return to the 
United States as an instructor. 
“ It was time, I guess," the 
veteran of four years in the war 
theater said. “ I’ve been under 
fire just about enough and have 
seen a lot of buddies hit. That 
can get to be an emotional prob­ 
lem ." 
Spey's major task was the de­ 
foliation 
program, with 
his 
duties among the most dan­ 
gerous in the fight against the 
<-’Viet Cong. To defoliate, he had 
;to bring his twin-engine cargo 
► plane “ right in on the deck," 
|.a t tree-top level and hold it 
Inhere for about four minutes to 
,'unload the chemical that with­ 
e r s the jungle and deprives the 
•insurgents of protective cover. 
At that level and flying pretty 
slowly, the C l23s are tempting 
targets for groundfire 
even 
though they are accompanied by 
fighter cover. 
Spey’s squadron has collected 
17 Purple Hearts, but look at the 
captain’s record; Combat hours 
in Viet Nam, 1,750; craft hit by 
Viet Cong fire, 300 times. 
Spey’s crew has been hit but 
he never got a bullet. 
He and his various copilots al­ 
ways alternated in their jobs. 
One day he would fly the craft 
while the copilot worked the en­ 
gines, a difficult job at 
low 
level. Next time he would take 
the copilot’s seat. 
‘‘The copilot really has the 
harder job," he said. “ It’s real 
teamwork and both of you must 
know just what the other one is 
thinking. You don’t make pre­ 
planned strategy. It all depends 
what you run into down there.

NEW YORK A P - The 
ris­ 
ing cost of living and rising tax 
payments could put a pincher 
squeeze on many a film ily bud­ 
get. 
This means that people would 
have less money after 
taxes 
with which to pay the higher 
Special 


prices that already are here or 
announced as on the way. 
It is one aspect — a highly 
personal one for most fam ilies 
— of the debate over the threat 
of inflation and the need for 
higher taxes as a curb on future 
and steeper price increases. 
The tax bite already is sharp­ 
er. Talk of a further boost at 
the federal level blows hot and 
cold. 
Tax payments that 
already 
have gone up this year 
are 
the Social Security levies, ex­ 
cise taxes on new cars, and on 


phone calls. Soon to shrink many 
pay checks will be larger with­ 
holding 
for 
federal income 
taxes, although the total bill w ill 
stay the same - at least for 
the time being. Many state and 
community taxes have gone up, 
too, 
with more increases ap­ 
parently on the way. 
The rise in the cost of living 
has been pretty well distributed 
all along the line of goods and 
services for more than a year. 
But in recent months the biggest 
item has been a Jump in food 
prices. 
Here, government 
officials 
are holding out hopes that the 
worst may be over, or nearly 
so. They expect food supplies to 
expand during the spring 
and 
summer. 
One disturbing prospect is the 
probable effect of the big jump 
which wholesale prices tooklast 
month - the biggest rise since 


the Korean W ar. It w ill take 
time for many of these price 
hikes to work their way into the 
price tags on consumer item s. 
Higher prices 
usually 
are 
classed as the sign of, or end 
product of, inflation. 
Higher 
taxes are advocated as a curb 
on inflation. 
The argument is that if indi­ 
viduals and corporations have 
to pay larger tax bills, 
they 
won’t have the money to bid up 
prices 
on 
consumer 
or in­ 
dustrial goods and m aterials.A 
spending spree by consumers 
make 
price increases 
both 
easier and more likely.

QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Cle­ 
mente Y erovi Indaburo, a non­ 
partisan econom ist, has been 
named provisional president oI 
Ecuador after student demon­ 
strators, 
businessm en 
and 
labor lead ers brought down the 
m ilitary junta. 
Yerovi, 
62, was appointed 
Tuesday by the m ilitary high 
command which threw out the 
three-man junta. The high com­ 
mand said it named Yerovi on 
the advice of political leaders 
and fully supported him. 
The appointment of a civilian 
president 
ended five days of 
violent an ti-junta student dem­ 
onstrations in which at least 
seven persons w ere killed and a 
business strike in Guayaquil, 
Ecuador’s port an d largestcity. 
The students claim ed the jun­ 
ta’s p olicies w ere oppressive. 
The businessm en opposed new 
taxes and import restrictions. 
The m ilitary command said it 
was dissolving the junta “ to 
avoid 
chaos 
and anarchy.” 
There w ere indications that the 
m ilitary 
chiefs acted without 
the junta’ s knowledge, but junta 
m em bers had said earlier they 
would resign if a civilian presi­ 
dent could be agreed on. 
The whereabouts of the junta 
m em bers — Rear Adm. Ramon 
Castro Jijon, Gen. Marcos Gan- 
dara and Gen. Cabrera Sevilla 
— was not im m ediately known. 
There w ere unconfirmed 
re­ 
ports that they had fled to 
Brazil or Peru. r' **• 
The junta had ruled since the 
drunkenness of President Car­ 
lo s A rosem ena became a public 
scandal and the m ilitary threw 
him out on July l l , 1963. 
Yerovi was proposed for pro­ 
visional president by ex-P resi- 
dent Galo Plaza L asso in whose 
1948 - 52 administration 
he 
served a s m inister of agricul­ 
ture. 
During that term in office, 
Yerovi w as given much credit 
for increasing the country’s 


banana exports. He also served 
a s first president of the National 
Planning Council and as Ecua­ 
dor’s am bassador to the U.N. 
Educational, Scientific and Cul­ 
tural Organization in P aris. He 
also represented his country at 
the Common Market in Europe. 
Yerovi is regarded as a liber­ 
a l. He has never been a mem­ 
ber of any political party and is 
respected by all political fac­ 
tions for his competence in the 
economic field. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partment had no reaction to the 
junta’s ouster and Yerovi’s ap­ 
pointment.

Yerovi New 
President 
of Ecuador 


QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Cle­ 
mente Yerovi In da buro, a non­ 
partisan econom ist, has been 
named provisional president of 
Ecuador after student demon­ 
stra to rs, 
businessmen 
and 
labor lead ers brought down the 
m ilitary junta. 
Yerovi, 
62, was appointed 
Tuesday by the m ilitary high 
command which threw out the 
three-m an junta. The high com­ 
mand said it named Yerovi on 
the advice of political leaders 
and fully supported him. 
The appointment of a civilian 
president ended five days of 
violent anti-junta student dem­ 
onstrations in which at least 
seven persons were killed and a 
business strike in Guayaquil, 
E cuador's port andlargestcity. 
The students claim ed the Jun­ 
ta 's pedicles w ere oppressive. 
The businessm en opposed new 
taxes and im port restrictions. 
The m ilitary command said it 
was dissolving the junta “ to 
avoid 
chaos 
and anarchy." 
There w ere indications that the 
m ilitary chiefs acted without 
the junta's knowledge, but junta 
m em bers had said earlier they 
would resign if a civilian presi­ 
dent could be agreed on. 
The whereabouts of the junta 
m em bers — Rear Adm. Ramon 
C astro Jijon, Gen. Marcos Gan- 
dara and Gen. Cabrera Sevilla 
— was not immediately known. 
There w ere unconfirmed 
re­ 
ports that they had lied to 
B razil o r Peru. ^ W 
The junta had ruled since the 
drunkenness of President C ar­ 
los Aroseinena became a public 
scandal and the m ilitary threw 
him out on July l l , 1963. 
Yerovi was proposed for pro­ 
visional president by ex-Presi- 
dent Galo Plaza Lasso in whose 
1946 • 52 adm inistration 
he 
served as m inister of agricul­ 
tu re.

The original building on Em­ 
erald had two rooms; one was 
the store and the other served 
as the residence of the Childs, 
Mr. Childs said the building 
had 
been vacant until he oc­ 
cupied it but that it was a for­ 
mer store building. 
The proprietor of the new mar­ 
ket rented the building for two 
years 
and 
then 
bought 
the 
prem ises. Later, he expanded 
the store and added a wing to 
the side as his family’s dwell­ 
ing. 
Shortly before the tornado, 
Mr. Childs converted the store 
to a self service arrangement, 
making it one of the first neigh­ 
borhood markets in Cape Gi­ 
rardeau to have that facility, 
he said. 
During the first four years of 
the Emerald street grocery’s 
operation, Mr. Childs continued 
to work at the International 
Shoe Co. where he had been 
employed for a number of years.

“ I got up at 5 that morning 
and took in $ 1,50 all that day,** 
Mr. Childs recalls. 
He also remembered that he 
went into business with $150 
cash and some credit. 
With 
the cash he bought some used 
fixtures. 
His new store at the shopping 
center represents an invest­ 
ment 
of from 
$400,000 to 
$450,000. 
The original building on Em­ 
erald had two rooms; one was 
the store and the other served 
as the residence of the Childs. 
Mr. Childs said the building 
had 
been vacant until he oc­ 
cupied it but that it was a for­ 
mer store building. 
Tile proprietor of the new mar­ 
ket rented the building for two 
years 
and 
then bought the 
premises. Later, he expanded 
the store and added a wing to 
the side as his family's dwell­ 
ing. 
Shortly before the tornado, 
Mr. Childs converted the store 
to a self service arrangement, 
making it one of the first neigh­ 
borhood markets in Cape Gi­ 
rardeau to have that facility, 
he said. 
During the first four years of 
the Emerald street grocery's 
operation, Mr. Childs continued 
to work at the International 
Shoe Co. where he had been 
employed fora number of years. 
Mr. Child's before owning his 
own store, also had worked 
part time in other markets. 
The grocer was born in Cape 
Girardeau in 1906. His father, 
Patrolman 
Curtis L. Childs, 
was a member of the Cape Gi­ 
rardeau 
police force for 32 
years until his death in 1948. 
Patrolman Childs had served 
with the police department here 
longer than any other man. 
The tornado which struck down 
the little neighborhood grocery 
did not injure anyone in the 
building. 
“ When we saw it take the roof 
off Rush Limbaugh’s house (on 
Henderson) my wife, and I and 
the man who worked for us went 
to the basement,** the grocer 
recalls. 
He was out of business for 
nearly a year before opening 
the Broadway store the next 
March. 
Mr. Childs said lie had been 
considering going to a larger 
store and said he had been look­ 


ing at the Broadway site for 
some time. 
“ We knew the trend was toward 
the cash-and-carry supermar­ 
kets.

City. 
The Wetterau-IGA relation­ 
ship is part of the overall af- 
filiatory organization. 
Besides groceries, Wetterau 
supplies other services to the 
IGA retailers such as advertis­ 
ing, promotion, engineering and 
accounting. 
In charge of the servicing of 
the Childs store since it opened 
in 1950 is G. H. Creglow who 
is the Wetterau grocery super­ 
visor for 25 IGA stores in this 
area.

Child's 
merchandizing 
techniques through the years 
has won him recognition on a 
number of occasions. In 1956, he 
won a new automobile for the 
best display of a flour com­ 
pany's product and two years 
later won a prize for having the 
best display of a soup com­ 
pany's products. 
Mr. Childs said he has at­ 
tempted to modernize his stores 
each year and to keep abreast 
with the latest in merchandizing 
practices.

The food indus­ 
try spends $100,000,000 a year 
finding ways to save work, time 
and money with frozen foods, 
mixes, concentrates, instants, 
heat-’n-serves, pre-cooked and 
prepared foods. 
Two-thirds of the items in the 
grocery 
stores 
are new or 
basically improved. 
Most products bought from 
food stores weren’t even on the 
m arket a dozen years ago. 
What has this cost the con­ 
sum er? Nothing. According to 
U.S. Government figures, an 
hour’s work will buy more food 
in America today than at any 
other place or time in history.

Upper income families are 
different, very different from 
other types of shoppers and it 
takes a special kind of know­ 
how to sell them and keep them 
sold. 
That is a major conclusion to 
be drawn from a study called 
“ Consumer Dynamics in the 
Super Market.” The latest find­ 
ings deal with upper income 
shopping habits and attitudes. 
The million-dollar study is 
being conducted by Progressive 
Grocer Magazine in cooperation 
with The Kroger Company, the 
nation’s third largest grocery 
retailer, and the Rueben H. Don­ 
nelley Corporation, a leading 
research firm. 
While the findings deal main­ 
ly witn super market behavior, 
they should also be of interest 
to manufacturers seeking to sell 
upper income families and to 
other types of retail establish­ 
ments, according to Robert W. 
Mueller, publisher of the maga­ 
zine. 
Among the study’s findings on 
upper income families; 
They are numerous and grow­ 
ing. In 1935, less than one per 
cent of all U.S. families earned 
over $10,000 annually. In 1962 
almost 20% of the nation earned 
over this amount and 7%earned 
over $15,000 a year. While in­ 
flation has reduced the number 
of “ real” dollars available, 
disposable income for millions 
of families is much higher than 
in the past and upper income 
families 
truly constitute a 
“ m ass” market. 
The major upper income group 
consists of professionals, white 
collar executives and business 
proprietors who generally live 
in the better suburbs; are ac­ 
tive socially; own two or more 
cars; are better educated (98% 
have a high school diploma; 56% 
attended college); and are very 
conscious of their newly-won 
status. 
This group of families, be­ 
cause they consitute the ma­ 
jority in the neighborhoods they 
live 
in, 
can be approached 
through local newspapers, di­ 
rect mail, special publications, 
store 
displays 
and 
store 
policies. 
They 
are good customers. 
Upper income families were 


found above average in buying 
power for many super market 
products. They spend the most 
per major shopping trip ($23.64 
in 20 minutes), show a greater 
fondness for new products and 
for items which give stores 
higher profits. 
They are difficult to please and 
highly mobile. Virtually 100% 
of upper income housewives 
use the car to shop. They will 
travel greater distances to find 
a store which pleases them. In 
the course of a year, 32% will 
switch super markets because 
of 
dissatisfaction with their 
current one. This is a much 
greater turnover than for other 
kinds of families. 
They have marked likes and 
dislikes. Neatness and cleanli­ 
ness comes first in their list* 
ing of qualities they look for in 
a store. Next comes quality of 
meats; selection of meat; cour­ 
tesy of personnel and quality 
of produce. 
Prices and trading stamps are 
well down on the list, but per­ 
sonal interviews reveal that 
one of the main reasons for 
leaving a store is the feeling 
that they have been “ had” on 
prices. 
They use shopping lists more 
than other families (79% use 
some form of list) and those 
that do use lists buy 43% more 
than those without lists. 
They prefer to do their big 
shopping on Thursday or F ri­ 
day (66%) rather than Saturday 
(25%). They go to the meat 
counter first; dairy next; frozen 
foods next; then produce and 
then baked goods. Only 6% of 
upper income shoppers pass 
more than 75 product locations 
during a shopping trip. By com­ 
parison 52% of another group 
in the study, 
young married 
families, pass 75 or more prod­ 
uct locations. 
They will use “ cents off’ cou­ 
pons 
(93% 
say they “ some­ 
tim es” take advantage of such 
offers; 34% say they “ usually” 
do). They are less interested 
in saving box tops (61% are 
“ never” interested) and spe­ 
cial contests (77% say they 
“ never” enter). 
While 46% will “ sometimes” 
take advantage of a premium 
offer with the purchase of a 
product, 
only 
9% say they 
“ usually” do, indicating that 
the product must be one that 


meets their special set of stan­ 
dards. 
The mere fact that an 
item is free has little impact. 
They 
are 
entertainment 
minded. 
Their 
cheese 
and 
cheese-spread sales are 18% 
more 
than average; frozen 
cakes, pies and pastries 44% 
more; snacks and desserts, plus 
22%; frozen cookies and rolls, 
plus 153%. 
They are big givers of cook­ 
outs and patio parties, wiener 
buns* sales were 70% above 
average; sandwich buns, plus 
62%; ice cream and sherbets, 
plus 31%; wieners, plus 6%; 
soft drinks, plus 18%. 
They are frozen food prone. 
Frozen food purchases in stores 
serving upper income shoppers 
were 47% above the average. 
Outstanding frozen food perfor­ 
mances among this group were 
frozen fruits, 38% above aver­ 
age; juices 
144%; vegetables 
76%; soups, 48%; pot pies and 
dinners, 30%; Chinese, Mexi­ 
can and Italian Foods, 171%. 
They are gourmet and qual­ 
ity minded. They are the best 
customers 
for lamb, veal, 
smoked pork and beef and for 
the more esoteric varieties of 
produce. They know the dif­ 
ferences 
between hamburger 
and ground chuck and round. 
They buy 27% more butter; 39% 
more cream; 145% more lobster 
tails; 173% more fresh cut green 
beans. 
They are below average pur­ 
chasers of non-food products 
in super 
markets. Sales of 
housewares were 39% below 
average; 
apparel and acces­ 
sories, 74% below average; and 
toys and stationery, 36% below 
average. 
“ The upper income family,” 
Progressive Grocer says, “ is 
more likely to be concerned 
with the consideration of de­ 
sign, of quality and style; and 
of the product’s relation to 
decor. These qualifications are 
filled better for them withprod- 
ucts from speciality shops.” 
They are relatively indifferent 
to most store advertising. The 
enthusiasm of the upper in­ 
come customer for food ad­ 
vertising was the least of any 
group in the Consumer Dy­ 
namics study. The reason, ac­ 
cording to Progressive Grocer, 
is that most food ads today are 
based primarily on prices. The 
upper income customer is more 
interested in newness, variety, 
personal service, uniqueness, 
and quality with particular em­ 
phasis on the meat and produce 
departments. 
It is a fact, the magazine says, 
that dullness and lack of ori­ 
ginality mark the majority of 
super market advertising. This, 
rather than lack of interest, 
accounts for the upper income 
lack of enthusiasm. 
“ The more successful adver­ 
tising which appeals to this spe­ 
cial 
upper income customer 
shows an awareness of style in 
layout and type face selection. 
There is also a common char­ 
acteristic of good usage of white 
space in contrast to the run- 
of-the-m ill, black type-filled 
page. These ads recognize the 
intelligence of their audience 
by their careful selection of 
headlines 
which are clever, 
rather thai. the use of heavy-

Upper income families are 
different, very different from 
other types of shoppers and it 
takes a special kind of know­ 
how to sell them and keep them 
sold. 
That is a major conclusion to 
be drawn from a study called 
"Consumer Dynamics in the 
Super Market." The latest find­ 
ings deal with upper income 
shopping habits and attitudes, 
The million-dollar study is 
being conducted by Progressive 
Grocer Magazine in cooperation 
with The Kroger Company, the 
nation's third largest grocery 
retailer, and the Rue ben H. Don­ 
nelley Corporation, a leading 
research firm. 
While the findings deal main­ 
ly with super market behavior, 
they should also be of interest 
to manufacturers seeking to sell 
upper income families and to 
other types of retail establish­ 
ments, according to Robert w. 
Mueller, publisher of the maga­ 
zine. 
Among the study’s findings on 
upper income families; 
Tliey are numerous and grow­ 
ing. In 1935, less than one per 
cent of all U.S. families earned 
over $10,000 annually, In 1962 
almost 20% of the nation earned 
over this amount and 7%earned 
over $15,000 a year. While in­ 
flation has reduced the number 
of '‘real" dollars available, 
disposable income for millions 
of families is much higher than 
in tile past and upper income 
families 
truly constitute a 
"mass" market. 
The major upper income group 
consists of professionals, white 
collar executives and business 
proprietors who generally live 
in the better suburbs; are ac­ 
tive socially; own two or more 
cars; are better educated (98% 
have a high school diploma; 56% 
attended college); and are very 
conscious of their newly-won 
status. 
This group of families, be­ 
cause they consitute the ma­ 
jority in the neighborhoods they 
live 
in, 
can be approached 
through local newspapers 
di­ 
rect mail, special publications, 
store 
displays 
and 
store 
policies. 
They 
are good customers. 
Upper income families were 


found above average in buying 
power for many super market 
products. They spend the most 
per major shopping trip($23.64 
in 20 minutes), show a greater 
fondness for new products and 
for items which give stores 
higher profits. 
They are difficult to please and 
highly mobile. Virtually 100% 
of upper income housewives 
use the car to shop. They will 
travel greater distances to find 
a store which pleases them. In 
the course of a year, 32% will 
switch super markets because 
of 
dissatisfaction with their 
current one. This is a much 
greater turnover than for other 
kinds of families. 
They have marked likes and 
dislikes. Neatness and cleanli­ 
ness comes first in their lisp­ 
ing of qualities they look for in 
a store. Next comes quality of 
meats; selection of meat; cour­ 
tesy of personnel and quality 
of produce. 
Prices and trading stamps are 
well down on the list, but per­ 
sonal interviews reveal that 
one of tile main reasons for 
leaving a store is the feeling 
that they have been "had" on 
prices. 
They use shopping lists more 
than other families (79% use 
some form of list) and those 
that do use lists buy 43% more 
than those without lists. 
They prefer to do their big 
shopping on Thursday or Fri­ 
day (66%) rather than Saturday 
(25%). They go to the meat 
counter first; dairy next; frozen 
foods next; then produce and 
then baked goods. Only 6% of 
upper income shoppers pass 
more than 75 product locations 
during a shopping trip. By com­ 
parison 52% of another group 
in the study, 
young married 
families, pass 75 or more prod­ 
uct locations. 
They will use "cents off' cou­ 
pons 
(93% 
say they "some­ 
times" take advantage of such 
offers; 34% say they "usually" 
do). They are less interested 
in saving box tops (61% are 
"never" interested) and spe­ 
cial contests (77% say they 
"never" enter). 
While 46% will "sometimes" 
take advantage of a premium 
offer with the purchase of a 
product, 
only 
9% say they 
"usually" do, indicating that 
the product must be one that 


meets their special set of stan­ 
dards. 
The mere fact that an 
item is free has little impact. 
They 
are 
entertainment 
minded. 
Their 
cheese 
and 
cheese-spread sales are 18% 
more 
than average; frozen 
cakes, pies and pastries 44% 
more; snacks and desserts, plus 
22%; frozen cookies and rolls, 
plus 153%. 
They are big givers of cook­ 
outs ami patio p arties. 
Wiener 
buns* sales were 70% above 
average; sandwich buns, plus 
62%; ice cream and sherbets, 
plus 31%; wieners, plus 6%; 
soft drinks, plus 18%. 
They are frozen food prone. 
Frozen food purchases in stores 
serving upper income shoppers 
were 47% above the average. 
Outstanding frozen food perfor­ 
mances among this group were 
frozen fruits, 38% above aver­ 
age; juices 144%; vegetables 
76%; soups, 48%; pot pies and 
dinners, 30%; Chinese, Mexi­ 
can and Italian Foods, 171%. 
They are gourmet and qual­ 
ity minded. They are the best 
customers 
for lamb, veal, 
smoked pork and beef and for 
the more esoteric varieties of 
produce. They know the dif­ 
ferences 
between hamburger 
and ground chuck and round. 
They buy 27% more butter; 39% 
more cream; 145%more lobster 
tails; 173% more fresh cut green 
beans. 
They are below average pur­ 
chasers of non-food products 
in super 
markets. Sales of 
housewares were 39% below 
average; 
apparel and acces­ 
sories, 74% below average; and 
toys and stationery, 36% below 
average. 
"The upper income family," 
Progressive Grocer says, "is 
more likely to be concerned 
with the consideration of de­ 
sign, of quality and style; and 
of the product's relation to 
decor. These qualifications are 
filled better for them with prod­ 
ucts from speciality shops." 
They are relatively indifferent 
to most store advertising. The 
enthusiasm of the upper in­ 
come customer for food ad­ 
vertising was the least of any 
group in the Consumer Dy­ 
namics study. The reason, ac­ 
cording to Progressive Grocer, 
is that most food ads today are 
based primarily on prices. The 
upper income customer is more 
interested in newness, variety, 
personal service, uniqueness, 
and quality with particular em­ 
phasis on the meat and produce 
departments. 
It is a fact, the magazine says, 
that dullness and lack of ori­ 
ginality mark the majority of 
super market advertising. TTiis, 
rather than lack of interest, 
accounts for the upper income 
lack of enthusiasm. 
"The more successful adver­ 
tising which appeals to this spe­ 
cial 
upper income customer 
shows an awareness of style in 
layout and type face selection. 
There is also a common char­ 
acteristic of good usage of white 
space in contrast to the run- 
of-the-mill, black type-filled 
page. These ads recognize the 
intelligence of their audience 
by their careful selection of 
headlines 
which are clever, 
rather than the use of heavy- 


handed cliches. There is also 
an attempt by most of these 
upper-income approaches to be 
topical and to be more con­ 
cerned 
with 
the customers 
themselves rather than with 
trying to copy what the com­ 
petition is doing."

M editerranean 
island, racked by civil war two 
years ago and split into two 
closely guarded hostile camps 
since then, gives the appear­ 
ance of living on borrowed tim e. 
Children attend school behind 
windows piled high with sand­ 
bags. A Turkish Cypriot woman 
hangs out her wash a few feet 
from an arm ed Greek Cypriot 
soldier who eyes her suspi­ 
ciously. 
A child plays in the shadow 
of a heavily guarded pillbox. 
A U.N. soldier watches warily 
from a nearby rooftop. A cow 
grazes unattended on a narrow 
strip of no-man’s-land, the so­ 
called “ Green L ine" that cuts 
across this divided city. 
Cyprus 
borrowed 
another 
three months of uneasy peace 
March 16 when the Security 
Council 
extended the U. N, 
peacekeeping operation here till 
June. 
The Security Council resolu­ 
tion was predicated on the hope 
that “ substantial progress to­ 
ward 
a 
solution" 
would be 
achieved within three months. 
No one in authority here ex­ 
pects any such progress toward 
a solution before the new dead­ 
line. 
“ Neither the Turkish nor the 
Greek Cypriots are willing to 
com prom ise 
because neither 


side is hurting enough," a top 
W estern 
diplomat 
observes. 
“ Maybe the only thing that will 
make them budge is a new ex­ 
plosion of violence." 
Both sides agree that with­ 
drawal of the U.N. forces next 
June 26 as currently scheduled, 
could provide the spark. U.N. 
and other diplomats here ex­ 
p ress the same fear. 
More than 5,000 U.N. peace­ 
keeping troops have kept the 
two sides at bay for two years, 
patrolling 
the 
heavily 
bar­ 
ricaded boundaries of the Turk­ 
ish Cypriot enclaves that were 
carved out of Nicosia and the 
rest of Cyprus after the last 
outbreak of violence two years 
ago. 


Archbishop M akarios, p resi­ 
dent of Cyprus, is insisting 
on 
“ E nosis" — 
union with 
Greece. 
The Turkish Cypriots demand 
partition of the island under a 
federal system , and recognition 
of the Turkish minority, one- 
fifth of the island’s population, 
as an equal partner in govern­ 
ment. 
They insist on retaining the 
veto power in government they 
were granted under a constitu­

1960 after

Advertising 
‘To Stick’ 


NEW YORK 
AP — 
Major 
tobacco companies have agreed 
to stick with the industry's vol­ 
untary advertising code despite 
this withdrawal of P. Lorillard 
A Co., a spokesman for the 
code said today. 
Lorillard 
said It withdrew 
from the 15-month-old code so 
It could list on Its packs the 
amount of tar and nicotine the 
cigarettes contain. 
Under the code, such a list­ 
ing may be made only lf the 
company 
either proves Its 
claims have health significance 
or lf It disclaims any health 
significance. 
The 
Federal 
Trade Commission recently re­ 
laxed Its advertising restric­ 
tions. 
Robert B. Meyner, adminis­ 
trator of the code and former 
governor of New Jersey, said 
Lorillard never had asked per­ 
mission to use any advertising 
that listed tar and nicotine con­ 
tent. 
Two other companies, Amer­ 
ican Tobacco and U. S, Tobac- 
■ co, did and were turned down 
because they did not back up 
their 
requests 
with 
data, 
Meyner said. 
Meyner said the two companies 
and the other code members, 
Brown A Williamson Tobacco 
Corp.; Larus A Brother Co., 
Inc.; Ligget A Myers Tobacco 
Corp.; Philip Morris Inc.; the 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Co.; and 
Stephano Brothers, had agreed 
to stay with the code. 
The tobacco companies set 
up this code as an aftermat! 
of the surgeon general’s report 
in 1964 linking smoking and lung 
cancer.

U.S. Policy 
Under Review

AP - Ambassador Arthur J . 
Golberg 
said 
yesterday that 
the whole question of U. S. 
policy on China is under re­ 
view, but that the U. S. post* 
tion on China’s U ^.representa­ 
tion remains unchanged. 
Goldberg told a news confer­ 
ence Nationalist China and the 
Peking government are firmly 
opposed to a so-called two-Chi- 
nas- proposal under which both 
would hold UJM. seats. 
He added that Red China had 
been seriously hurt at the Unit­ 
ed Nations by what he 
called 
its self-isolation and that today 
It probably would get 
fewer 
votes than It did last November 
when the assembly voted 47-47 
on the question of seating Pe­ 
king, a 
loss for Peking. 
The U. S. representative ex­ 
pressed hope that the Chinese 
Communists would end their 
isolation, agree to take part in 
U.N. disarmament talks 
and 
declare their opposition to war 
as a means of settling disputes. 
“ The acid test,” he said, ” is 
whether Red China Is ready to 
end its Isolation.”
